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Of all the activities, whether religious, educational, social, 
or recreational, in which a boy of seven to thirteen may 
engage, it is hard to imagine any that is more diversely or 
permanently beneficial than membership in S. Clement’s 
Choir of men and boys. 


To participate regularly in Christian worship, with its 
spiritual exaltation and manifold artistic resources, to sing 
and hear played, not in concert but in context, much of the 
very best in sacred music, music which it might be added 
represents from time to time the whole of two millenia of 
Western tradition, offers an incomparable education in our 
religious and cultural heritage. 


Instruction by the Choirmaster at weekly rehearsals 
includes valuable training in musicianship, musical apprecia- 
tion, and of course in the art of singing. To learn to meet the 
attendance requirements of the weekly service and rehearsal 
schedule, as well as the demanding musical requirements of 
the repertory, provides a training in personal discipline and 
professional responsibility which may help to stimulate a 
boy’s total process of developing mature attitudes. 


Finally, in terms of more tangible considerations, and 
ones not to be minimized, membership in the Choir presents 
a boy with the opportunity at once to earn money, to enjoy 
the pleasures of travel on the choirboys’ summer camping 
trips (e.g., to California, Western Canada, or the Gaspe, 
etc.), and to engage in healthy camaraderie with his peers.
